Status of Claims 

2. Claims 23, 32, 63, and 82 are amended. 

3. Claims 1 -22, 33, 64, 83, and 1 01 -236 are canceled. 

4. Claims 23-32,34-63,65-82 and 84-100 are currently pending. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 23-32, 34-63, 65-82 and 84-100 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

7. The closest prior art that the examiner has been able to locate is US Patent 
6954761 to Azuma. (Hereinafter "Azuma") Azuma teaches an enterprise management 
system. Specifically Azuma teaches a filtering system for organizing information about 
an enterprise and putting out results for each specific user. Azuma accomplishes this by 
allowing users to define filters which causes the system of Azuma to search the 
enterprises database to find the relevant information. 

Applicant's invention differs in that the enterprise data is stored in a hierarchy 
which can be manipulated dynamically. This means one user can adjust the data, and 
the updated data will automatically show to other users of the system. Further the 
Applicants system allows for multi-dimensional views where as the system of Azuma 
simply shows a result. 

The following is a formal statement of reasons for allowance: 

8. Claims 23, 32, 63, and 82 are allowed because the best prior art of record, 

Azuma, alone or in combination, neither discloses nor fairly suggest the limitations, in a 

method, system, or associated computer readable medium with instruction encoded 

thereon, that, when executed by a processor, contains: 

a portfolio representation structure instantiated and stored in the memory as an 
object instance hierarchy that contains enterprise portfolio data from different types of 
investments, the enterprise portfolio data including financial investments and non- 
financial investments; 

a portfolio manager component that is stored in the memory and that is 
structured, when executed, to add to a portfolio representation structure items that 
correspond to transactions on the portfolio data, the portfolio data including financial 
investments; and 
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a portfolio analyzer component that is stored in the memory and that is 
configured, when executed, to present a plurality of views of the portfolio data as 
represented by the portfolio representation structure, wherein the views dynamically 
calculate and present multi-dimensional characterizations of the portfolio data while 
items are added using the portfolio manager, thereby concurrently providing online 
transaction processing that may affect relationship among the enterprise portfolio data 
while supporting online analysis of the presented views of the enterprise portfolio data 

Claims 24-31 , 34-62, 65-81 and 84-100 are also allowable for the same reason 

discussed above, in that they are dependent on allowed claims 23, 32, 63, and 82. As a 

final matter any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no 

later than the payment of the issue fee and; to avoid processing delays, should 

preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submission should be clearly labeled 

"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
